(From our own Oorresnondent).) 

Ottawa, March 15. — To-day's opening 
proceedings passed off with groat eolab, 
thero buing the higgeat crush on record. 
There was considerable con''uaion in the gal. 
Icriea, neoeasitating the povernor stopping 
two or three times when reading bis upeeob, 

Tho members of tho House of Com'mons 
having been formally Eumraoncd to the 
Senate nnd tlio Speaker having announood 
their preaenoe Hia EzcoUoncy was pleased 
to deliver the Speech from the ' Sfarone as 
follows: 

Honorable Oenthmen of the Senate: 
Oenikmen of the Hoim of Oommons : 

"In the Queen's name I greet you for the 
first time liaco assuming the high fanotions 
intrusted to me by Her Majesty, and it Is 
with feelings of the liveliest satlsfaotion that 
I thug meet you assembled at the labors of 
another session of parliament. This feeling 
of aatiafaotion is enhanced by the opportuni- 
ties wbiali I have already enjoyed of visiting 
in my offioial capacity and renewing ac- 
quaintanqe with several of the ohief centres 
of enterprise and aotivlty of this Dominion ; 
nor need I refrain from assuring you that I 
have been deeply imprcBBod by the hearti- 
ness of the reception accorded to mo aa Hor 
Majesty's viceroy and reproaentativo, a re- 
ception ^hiob has once more manifested tho 
loyalty, the cordiality and the publio spirit 
of the Canadian people. 

My predecessor was able to oxpreas grati- 
fication to you last year on the increuso in 
trade and on tho continued progress of the 
Dominion. It is gratifying to nio to observe 
that tho expectation which was then formed, 
that the volume of trade during tho then 
current year would exceed that of any year 
in tho history of the Dominion, hna been 
fully realized, and that Canada's progress 
continues, with every mark of stability and 
permanence. It may be observed with 
satisfaction that a large proportion of this 
increase is shown to have been due to an 
expansion of our commerce with Great 
Britain. 

It is a cause of thankfulneaa that our 
people havo been spared in a very large de- 
gree from tho Bufferings which have visited 
tho populations of aomo other countries 
during many months past, and that while 
the commbrcial depression prevailing abroad 
could not'tat affect tho activity of business 
in the DoimBion, we havo been free from 
any extensive financial disaster or wide- 

pread distress. '{ 

The revenues of iho year have been ample 
for the teryioss.wbioh^^yoa .provided for, 
and have iQ^^]^B«igg^p£pjtM^^ the 
appropiiadoba bf'iast'yMr we^^ 

The peaceful oonolusion, by the board of 
arbitrators at' Paris, of the controversy 
whioh has prevailed so long with respect to 
the seal fisheries in tho Pacific Ojean and 
the rights of British subjects in Bohring sea, 
has removed tho only source of contention 
whioh existed between Great Britain and 
the United States with regard to Canada. 
There ia every reason to believe that Her 
Mojcsty's Govorument will obtain rodresa 
for those Canadian subjoota of Hor Majesty 
who were deprived of their property and 
"iberty without just cause while tho con- 
troversy was in progress. 

At an early nato a measuro will be laid 
before you having for its object a roviriion of 
the duties of cuatoma, with a view to meet 
the changes which time has effected in busi- 
ness operations of all kinds throughout the 
Dominion, While my ministers do not pro- 
pose to change the prinoiplea on which tho 

xistiog enactmonta on this subject arc 
bused, tho amendmenta which will be offered 
for your conaidoration are designed to sim- 
plify tho operation of the tariff and to lessen, 
as far as can be done oonaistently with those 
principles and with tbe requirements of the 
treaiauqr, the imposts whioh are now in 
fbrbe.' ' 

There will also be laid before you a 
measure on the subject of bankruptcy and 
insolvenoy, whioh will, it is hoped, make 
more adequate provision than now exists on 
that sabjeot for the increasing trade and 
commerce of the oountry and for tho great'y 
expanded tr»de between the several pro- 
vinces of Canada. 

Measures will also be submitted to you 
nr.aliiDg more effective provisions for our 
lines of atoam oonimunicatinn on tho At- 
lantic and Pacific oconns ; for improving the 
law with regard to Dominion lands and 
with regard to tho management of Indian 
affilrs ; also a bill respecting joint stock 
companies, another with respect to the fiah- 
erioa, and several loss important moaaures 
which experience has suggested with roj;,'ard 
to various matters under your control, 
Qentlemen of the Bouse of Cotnmona : ' 

Tho publio accounts will be snbmltted to 
you at UD early date, and also tho estimatea 
ot tho expenditure which has been consid- 
ered necessary for tho ensuing year. 
Honorahlt Oenthmen of the Senate : 
Qentlemen of the House of Oommons : 

While it is hoped that tho publio meas- 
ures whioh will demand your attention will 
not bo very numerous, some of them will.be 
of groat weight and importance, and it is 
my earnest hope and prayer that the oaie 
aud zeal which you will apply to the'delib- 
eratiooB of tfae.sesaioa maybe aided by the 
ubutldaDt blessing of the Almighty. '

was the introdnotion of Hon. Mr. Ferguson, 

la the House of Commoos Mr. Haslam 
was introduced by Sir John Thompson and 
Mr. Mara. 

The Speech from tho Throno will bo con- 
sidered to-morrow. 

Mr, Davios asked if .Judge Palmer had re- 
signed and if the Government had token 
ony notice of tho newspaper charges against 
tho judge that ho had been guilty of malver- 
sotion of cflioe. Sir John Thompson replied 
that, if any speoiGc chorgc-a had been made, 
the Government would order an investiga- 
tion, but would not act on mere newapapor 
stotemcnta.

BANK OP ENGLAND. 

'I'ho Half- Yearly Report Deplores Ex-C'ashlcr 
llay'B Conduet, but Says It has 
Been Eiaggerated. 

London, March 15. — There was a crowd- 
ed attendance at the half-yearly mooting of 
the Rank of England to-day. Governor 
David Powell said tho conduct of ex-Cashier 
May had boon a very serious matter which 
had been thoroughly sifted.

Tho explo- 
sion, whioh was evidently premature, muti- 
lated in a horrible manner the man who was 
oarrying the bbnib. It is generally be* 
lieved that it was ' the iiitention .'of the , mis- 
creant to throw the bomb into tho midst of 
tho worshippers who were gathered for tho 
afternoon service. Four persons have been 
taken into dnet^dy.on aaspioion of being ac- 
cessories of the man who was killed. Tho 
polioe had tho greatest difiilcully in getting 
thoir prisoners to the station, tho mob who 
had gathered making several attempts to 
aeiza the priaonera and lynch thom. 

Tho Madeleine or church of St. Mary 
Magdalene, ono of tho oldest places of wor- 
ship in Paris, has a large congregation and 
is especially well attended during tho de- 
votiona of the Lenlen aeason. The afternoon 
or veaper aervicca were about to begin and 
worshippera were rapidly filling the edifice 
when the explosion occurred. Many per- 
sons wore prostrated and the detonation, fol- 
lowed by tho crashing of the glass in the 
windows, the shrieka of the women, and the 
horrified shouta of tho men attracted an im- 
mense crowd of people from some diatanca 
around. At first it was believed that sev. 
eral persona had been killed and a large 
number injured; but it waa soon ascertained 
that providentially only one had been kill- 
ed. Providentially, too, the man who had 
met hia death waa the fiend who carried the- 
bomb into tho edifice. 

The police, who were quickly on the 
accno, acted with the greatest coolnesi. 
Leaving the supposed injured to bo cared 
for by the many volunteers, they at once 
set to work to discover tho authors of the 
outrage. They soon found, mingled with. ' 
the excited crowd, four men whose aus- 
picious actiona indicated their connection 
with the explosion and pounced upon them. 
When the prisoners wero taken into the 
street on thoir way to the police station,. the 
crowd, which was constantly increaaing, set 
up a howl of indignation and made a rush 
for tho presumed dynamiters. They were 
guarded by a strong body of polioe, ' 
but several times the crowd ancoeeded in 
breaking through the cordon of gensd'armes 
surrounding the prisonerp. They were not . 
succeEsful, however, in reaching the objeota 
of their vengeance, having been beaten tiaok 
on each occasion, and had to content them. 
selves with QursesV denunciations and do- - 
mands, that the inen bo given up tctheirl.^- 
fury. The prisonera were finally landed ii .. 
the station, where they wore placed in cells 
and put under a atrong guard. . ' 

The havoo created in the church by the ex- ' 
plosion of the bomb was not as great as it 
would have been bad the bomb thrower suc- 
ceeded in getting further inside the edifice 
when the bomb explodod. As it was, how- 
ever, the wood work near the main en- 
trance was splintered, and tho heavy, hand- 
some, stained glass window panes in tho 
front of tho church were shattered into 
atoms. In the floor, where tho man stood 
when the bomb explodod, is an indentation 
aovtral feet in diameter, filled with minute 
fragments of tiling. A number of 
wome n wero taken home from the church in 
carriages in a fainting condition aa the re- 
sult of the shook and pbysiciaos were called, 
tho ordinary means having failed to revive 
Ihem. 

Tho Police beliovo that the intention of 
tho bomb thrower was to cause an explosion 
ia tho middle of the church during the ser- 
vices, when the -large edifice .wonld Im filled 
to its capaoity, anoare of the opinion that a 
number of men were in compliolty with him. 
The police have takeii possoasion of tho ' 
church and are conducting an investigation, . 
which, with the information they already 
have, will lead to many arrests during the 
night for complicity in the plot which they 
believe to have existed. ,At the time of the 
arrest of the four men in. the church it waa . 
supposed that the bomb had injured no one..-, 
otcept the man who was responsible for .the 
explosion, but it is now learned that sev- 
eral persons wore seriously hurt. 

The body of tho bomb thrower was ex- 
posed at the morguo for several hours after 
it had bccu restored aa much as possible in 
order to facilitate identification. The atory 
that the bomb thrower was Rabarby was 
given up, aa several men who know the lat- 
ter were positive that he was not in Paris, 
Early in tho evening three detoctivesbrought 
a workingman to tho morgue and the body 
was identified as that of Desire Joseph Fan- 
wola, a Belgian. He ia known to the polioe 
of Brussels and Liege as a preaoher of the 
propaganda of tho deed. Ho wos an admirer ■ 
of Bavacbol and Vaillant, and is said to 
havo been in communication with the violent 
anarchists who .fled to London and Switzer- 
land. ' : - ' ' ■ 

Tho Abbe Lecke Bourse, who Is attached 
to the Church of La Madeleine, was stand- 
ing near the inner door when the explosion 
occurred. His version of tho affair is that 
tho man oarrying the bomb had passed 
through the main entrance with tho atrcam 
of worshippers who wero pouring into the 
church, and was about to pass tho swinging 
doors. Ho had hia hands in hia coat 
pooketa, when ono of tho doors rebounded 
and struck him on tho arm. Tho blow upon 
his arm cauaod him to jerk his hands from 
tho pooket and with it camo the bomb 
wliioh fell upon tho floor. Then oumo the 
explosion which hurled persons nearly in all 
directions. 

When Buiricient order waa restored to en- 
able an investigation to bo made, tho body 
of tho man who had carried the bomb waa 
found just outside tho door. Hia clothing 
had been torn to shroda and hia eniriala 
were protruding from a great hole in his 
abdomen, most of whioh had been blown 
away and was scattered about the 
space in the lobby, while the 
walls, the floor and tho olothing 
ol many who stood near were bespattered 
with blood and fragments of flesh. Upon • 
examination of the body, a number of nails 
and bits.of iron, with whioh the bomb had - 
bee^ charged, were found, embedded in the 
flesh' and In the cavity in the abdomen. '

More could not be fairly asked of an honest 
man, such as Mr. Bryden is recosnized to be 
by all who know him. In this important 
respect no roan'a: reputation stands higher 
than Mr. Bryden'a* K t 
The apeakera at the. Wellington meeting 



generally eniphasizod in their addresces the 
fact that a change in the representation was 
needed. Nanaimo diatriot, aa well as 
Nanaimo oity, has too long been represented 
by men who, calling themselves Independ. 
enta, have been simply virulent and persist- 
ent opponents of the Government. It is 
generally recognized that they have done 
nothing either for the city or tho district — 
that thjy have, in fact, neglected tho inter- 
ests of both, and by their course in the 
House and olsowhero have made themselves 
obnoxious to tho Government, so that if 
they had tried to do anything for the con- 
stituencies which they were eieoted to 
represent, their reoommendationi would 
have had very little weight. 

'.rbis may account for their neglect, but 
cannot excuse it. If they had given the 
Government an independent support, voted 
with them when they were right, instead of 
voting and speaking against their 
policy and measures on all oocasiona 
that they had opportunity to do so, they 
would have maintained their oonaistence as 
real independents, and weuld have retained 
their influence also. As it was thay sacri- 
ficed tho one and entirely lost tho other, 
and their constituencies might as well not 
have been roproaontod for anything they 
did. It will not be so hereafter, we hope. 
Nanaimo oity and district after the general 
election, we venture to say, will be repre- 
sented by men who will be aometbing more 
and better than blind followers and admirers 
of Mr. Beaven, and still worse, of Messrs. 
Cotton aud Brown. For representativoa of 
this sort Nanaimo and the district no longer 
havo any use. They will therefore be duly 
elected to stay at home, if they offer them 
selves at all. The electora have had enough 
of them, and will not again knowingly elect 
any more of. their aort. 

Mr. Bryden ia one .of tha : oldeat ' and best 
known minera in this locality. He baa been 
idontiSed with the mining interests of Wei 
lington for many years, and ia very popular 
with the minera of the diatrioti who know 
him to be an honest man that ban be de- 
pended on to keep his pledges. It ia to hie 
credit that the position has aought him, not 
ho tho position. He ia no trading politician, 
anxioua for place. Hia election ia, wo be- 
lieve, a foregone conclusion. Ho is con- 
fidently expected to make a worthy repre- 
sentative for tho district. He ia a Scotch- 
man by birth, and like tho poet Burns, is a 
native of Ayrshire. Ho was educated at 
tho school of mines at Glasgow. North 
Nanaimo will honor itself in electing faini. 

THE DELTA RAILWAY PEOJECT. 

To THE Editou:— The Government of 
this province, before supporting any project 
whatever for the construction of the pro 
posed Delta railway, should ascertain if the 
following statements are correct as regards 
the proposed connection at English Bluff 
versus the alternative connection via W^hit>i 
Rock, both places bsing upon Canadian ter- 
ritory. 

As to the route via English Bluff : 

1 . That the Frossr. river has, during the 
past ten years, so sUted up " Boberta' 
Bonk," at English Bluff, that the three 
fathom line is now some two milea out from 
shore, which would necsaaitate a mole about 
that length, oonatmoted of atone, at enor- 
moiis cost, as a lauding place. 

2. That when made, and daring south and 
southeast winds that prevail in that exposed 
position at English Bluff, landing there 
would bo dangerous and often impossible. 

3. That as regards any steam ferry in the 
future Engliah Bluff, as a point of junction, 
would be impracticable, where a calm, 
sheltered position is the first necessity at 
either landing place. 

4 That English BIulT is twenty milea dis- 
tant from the Great Northern railway and 
that this twenty milea of lino from English 
Bluff to tho Northern line at Now Weatmin 
ster past L^idner's and along tho Eraser 
would bo subject to ruinous competition 
from tho steamboats on tho river. 

Obvorsely, the route by White Rook offers 
tho following advantages : 

1. White Rock is distant but seventeen 
miles from Now Westminster, and, marl; 
but three miles from tho lauding place to the 
Great Northern railwoy from which to con- 
neot on to the Great Northern for either 
New Westminster or tho East. 

2. That wero it immediately desirable to 
spend money for a Dolto railway of seven- 
teen miles 1 1 Now Westminstor to tap tho 
fine farming Unda of the Mud B^y district 
of the Delta, tu ih -line would not be ex- 
posed to the river compntition aa would ba 
tho proposed line from Engliah Bluff. 

3 That a . \A h te Rock you have a fine 
shingle beach of two milea for a landiug 
place instead of a mud flit, and in position 
aa aholtercd as is the Sidney landing place. 

4 That the three fathom line is close to 
shore, and a wharf of ordinary length will 
aff jrd an eaay landing place at all seaaons 
with any required depth of water. 

Lastly, that the intermediate route be- 
tween White Book and Sidney by steamer, 
although aix miles longer than from English 
Bluff to Sidney, is direct and without intri- 
cate navigation, via tho Saturna Island 
lighthouee to Sidney (a desideratum in 
foggy weather) as well aa a route under 
shelter of the. laud and in atill water foi 
fully two-thirds of the distance. 

It will be obvious from the above (the 
facta put forward being correct, a matter 
easy for the Provincial Goveroment to as- 
certain) that the advantages of the White 
Rock route over the other are beyond com- 
parison. 

It aliould bo equally obvious that it is tho 
choapeat and beat poEsibln way for obtain- 
ing aii imniodialu ulternativo routa to the 
Eist from tho terminus of tho Sidney line 
without oven waiting for the Fraaer river 
bridge, as throo miles of railway would 
effect tho junction with tho Great Northern 
on the other aide. 

It is a problem, however, to aolvo as to 
who may daro to run tho nteamor to these 
two pointe at the risk of being etrauglod by 
the almost all-powerful C.P.H. corporation, 
ever on guard to conserve their monopoly.

Fort SnErPAUD, March 13. — Chipmunks, 
squirrels and progpeotors ace again nponithe 
trail after their long hibernalion. ' Tho 
hunt will be almoBt ezolasively for gold, 
wlth"copp'ep''"" on "t^e side," and distriots 
like Trail Creek and the gold ledgos on the 
Salmon Riv( r and Beaver Creek will recoivo 
much attention. At Trail Creek the Lo 
Roi baa shipped ore to the smelter all winter 
without intermission ; work has just rcoom- 
nieaced on the Joaie, and Mesars. T. M. 
and G. Wharton have visited the St. Elmo 
and given instruotiena for starting up wrork 
on their thirty foot vein. These American 
gentlemen are now visiting their properties 
in the Slooan country, where they own 
intortsta in several mince, as well as the 
saw mill en Slooan lake, with valuable 
timber limits attached, beaidea a hotel in 
New Denver. They appear thoroughly well 
satiafied with their investment of a very few 
thousand doUnra in Weat Kooteuay, and are 
willing to pIuDgo even deeper. 

Tho atriko of gold quartz on the 0. K. ia 
even more important than was at first 
apparent ; the vein oonaiats of white quariz 
Ehowing copper, gold and iron pyritca ; it is 
three and a half feet thick and averiig^s 
from §100 to §500 of gold per ton, some 
picked ppeoimona showing free gold and 
running up to §8,000 and §10,000 per ton. 
Tho prospects are so jiood that J L War- 
ner, of Seattle, who ia already la'-goly in- 
terested in Trail Creek, has bonded the 
property to work until July 1. Mr. War- 
ner has done much to (stabliah tho reputa- 
tion of the Trial Creek ores, which were 
formerly regarded as very base and re- 
fractory : at first sight they doubtless show 
these oharaotoriatics and were handled by 
the smelters with limited suooesa, but Mr. 
Warner has instructed them in tho way of 
dealing with them, with ihe result that 
smelting oompinioa now take these orea 
f, 0. b. Spokane and quote but $12 per ton, 
both {or »eight beyond that and for smolt- 
. ing ohorgea. 

Sinoe the ateamera of the G. & K. S. N. 
Co., ceaaed raoniog on the Columbia, the 
heavy and oonatant ttaffio between fort 
Sheppardand Trait has been' handled by 
Geo. Dozois and Gas, Jaokaon, ^boih expert 
river men; they ran a acow and batteaux and 
have carried hundreds of tons of ore down, 
and supplies np, without the. slightest mis- 
han, Tbey will now ship 10 tonaof powder 
from the Hamilton Co., to Trail Creek; and 
as much uncertainly prevails as tq the move- 
menta of tho Compiiny's steamer next, sea- 
aoD, they are arrangicg to build at Fort 
Sheppard a little 40 ton steam wheel steamer 
for daily duty between here and Trail. 

The locations on Cedar Creek (a tribu- 
tary of the Pend d'Oroille), about seven 
miles distant, are very promiaing. One 
group of clainia consiata of ore yielding 
p.c. of lead, with some 5 or C ouncea of 
silver; the ore amelta readily at a low tem- 
perature without other flu.K than ita own 
baae and aomo bullion has already been ex- 
tracted; two or three tons a day can bo 
readily mined, which even at the preaent 
low price of load— §G'2 per ton, would yield 
a large return. We are waiting to eeo who 
will provide the amall amount of capital 
needed to work thia enterprise. 

The town of Boundary, contiguous to 
Fort Shoppard, but on tho American aide, 
ia a proof of the necesaity for some more 
efficient meana on thia side of supplying tho 
wants of the settlers, proapootors, etc., who 
must paaa through this point on coming 
from tho States. Thia little town with 
some forty atruotures, four or five aaloona, 
three or four well supplied storea, laundry, 
bakery, etc., ia almoRt wholly supported by 

geople whoje interests lie on thia side the 
oundary lin( ; and when it ia eonaidered 
that all theeo buildinga have been put up 
on land to which no title is obtainable, it 
seoms strange, that the position of Fort 
Sbeppard as the aupply point for thia dia- 
triot has rot yet been recognized. 

Colonel Mackay, a special agent from the 
Treasury at WaahingtOD, made several 
Viaite here last Fall to obtain information 
respeoting the smnggliDg of opium and 
Chuieae. It wonld seem that he must have 
beenaapplied with e.videnoe that such a 
business is carried oif on a large scale, aa 
the customs ofSoer juat appointed for 
Boundary states that twenty officers are to 
be strung out along the line between, the 
Kootenay and Okanagan rivers. 

The Kootenay Hydraulic Mining Co. 
have brought their appliances from Fifteen- 
Mile Creek, on the Pend d' Oreille, to Seven- 
Mile Creek, where th. y are now being 
inatallTl, with longer 8lnioe:bo)ceB and 
undtrcurrenta. Thi j nave obtained a head 
of wa-er of 250 feet and hope for along 
seaaou'a work. They have a quarter of a 
million feet of loga at ihoir sawmill ready 
for cutting, 

The iiiutcor which foil on Beavi r Creek 
last May, when tho eugineora of tho Nelson 
&. Fort Sheppard railroad wore survoying 
the route, has been analysed in England, 
ond ia found to contain olivine and enttatito 
iron in grains and strings, and _ magnetic 
material, conaiating chiefly of nickel iron. 
Cobalt, magnesia, silica and other sub- 
stances were also detected in the stone, 
which waa dull brown outside and light 
grey inside. 

Five milea of atecl rails have been landed 
here, intended for aidinga and for tho ekew- 
baok between Nelson and Five-mile Point, 
the present terminns of the C^elson & Fort 
Sbeppard 'railroad. 

FUNGOUS PBUIT DISEASES. ' 

Black Spot or Sciih of the Apple or I'cnr- 
"FuBlcliuUuin Deuilrllleuiu luul 
Fuslcladlum i'yrlnuui." 

(BrB. M. Palmer, Provincial Fruit Pest Iii" 
Bpootor ) 

These fungous diseases are becoming very 
prevalent in the Province, oauaing tho well 
known ecjbby spots upon tho fruit, also 
attacking the loaves and young shoots, a 
largo proportion of tho fruit on badly in- 
fested trees being useless and unsaleable. 
The diacaao first appears on tho leaves in 
tho shape of smolcy, greenish apota, which 
gradually enlarge and often run together, 
forming bloluhea, becoming black later on. 
Tho ulftctcd fruit ia generally small ond tho 
quality much impaired, sometimes cruoUing 
open and becoming altogether worthless. 
ImnionsQ numbers of spores or soeda ate pro- 
duced on theao blackened spots of tho leaves 
and fruit, forming freely during cool, wet 
weather ; these spores are spread by tho 
wind and other ogcucies, and reproduce tho 
fungus. 

Tho bent remedy wo have is what is 
kno,wn as Bordeaux Mixture, made as fol- 
;iowVt-f>DlMolve 4 lbs. sulphato of copper 
(bine vitriol) in 4 gallons hot water in an 
cartbpn or wooden vessel. lo another ves- 



sel slake 4 Iba. freab lime with 4 gallons 
bob water ; strain and add about 20 gallons 
cold wftterj; add to this' the dissolved sul- 
phate of O'lpper and aufiioiont water to 
make up CO gallons altogether. A good 
spray pump, with fine nozzle, ia indiapen- 
sable for applying the mixture, which muat 
bo kept stirred, the objoob being to deposit a 
thin coating of the mixture upon every 
part of the tree. 

Tho first application must bo _niade be 
fore the blosaoms open, a aeoondVafter.^tho 
blossoms have fallen;" andli.'^ third twq. or 
three weeks later. . ' 

Three applicatiors are usnally. Bnmoienli, 
but if web weather prevails It is advisable 
to inoroase the number. 

It must be borne in mind that thia treat- 
ment is preventative and should be tho- 
roughly oirrled out to prevent the spores of 
the fungus from establishing themselves on 
the fruit, leaves and other parts of the 
tree. The firat sprayings are the moat im- 
p jrtant. ,i '■ 

The spores pass' the winter on aCfeoted 
fruit, fallen leaves, eto. , so care should be 
taken to have all such removed and de- 
stroyed before spring opens. 

I wish to urge upon all fruit growers tho 
importance of attending to theee diseases ; 
it is a matter directly a&eoting their pockets, 
as it has been fully demonstrated that care- 
ful spraying in the manner Indicated, done 
at the right time, will save the greater part 
of the fruit in good condition, clean and 
bright, and will increase the size of tho 

flUit.

The J'>paneso were in the final throes of a 
general election for the Imperial House of 
Representatives whan the last steamer left, 
and from the variona aooonnts in the press 
of that oountry they must have been enjoy- 
ing an extremely lively time. While copy- 
ing western ways in representative govern- 
ment, they seem to even outdo ther teachers. 
Bribery seems to have ran rampant, if the 
reports are to he believed. In Hiroshima a 
largo number of the partisans of the Noblra 
faction were arrested for bribery, while the 
same story ia told of other placea. Fighting 
with swords and endeavoring to murder 
opponents by firing into their houaea oc- 
curred in aeveral inatancea. One of tho aup- 
portera of Mr. Sugila, in tho Yoahikio dis- 
trict, was not adverse to bribing electors, 
but tho ohanco of being found out so preytd 
on hia mind that ho committed suicide. 

The Japanese Advcrtiaer atates that ; 
" The Benin Islanders are in fear and 
trembling that they are about to bo berelt 
of their harvest thia year by a too paternal 
and patriotic Government. It is reported 
that the Naval Department, having heard 
that in February and March every year 
now a number of British and American 
'poaching' vesEoIs visit tho Islands and 
ship crews of natives, has decided to des- 
patch a man-of-war to the Bonina to make a 
demonstration against the 'poachers' and to 
protect the islanders. The latter are said 
to be delighted at the prospect of a visit 
from a man-of-war, but would like the visit 
to bo paid at any other time than the spring, 
aa they regard those months ao their har- 
vest time. They fear that the preaonco of 
the man-of-war would drive away the 
foreign vessela which call there for 
the purpose of shipping proviaicna and 
other articles, from the supply of which 
the inhabitants of tho ialacda make very 
conaideralde profits. In the spring of 1802, 
when owing to roiigh weather continuing 
for a long time cowmnnioation by the regu> 
lar steamers with the mainland was sus- 
pended, the iahabitanta were almost r«> 
duced to starvation. The captains of the 
foreign veasels calling there took pity on 
them and gave them food^ besides spending 
money freely in the parobase of various 
articles, from which the islanders realized 
unexpected profits. With regard to the 
shipping of natives of the islands as orews 
of 'poaching' vesaelsi the Naval Department 
need feel no anxiety, as the lynx-eyed 
authorities of tho islands rendered such a 
proceeding quite impraclicablo." 

The Department of Communications of 
Japan has decided to issue new postage 
stamps of an elaborate design on the ocoa. 
sion of the silver wedding of the Kmperor 
and Empress. 

H. Eciokaon, a seaman belonging to tho 
American schooner Muttio J. Dyer, and two 
of hia oompaniona wero mobbed by Japanese 
while passing through tho native town, 
though no provocation, whatever, ia said to 
have been given by the men. Ericaon was 
badly cut and bruised by stones and blows 
on the face, arms and hands, and tho other 
two men were'more or less injured. 

Tho Kobe Nippo rexJorta a rather remark- 
able matrimonal caae, which ia a lid to have 
occurred recently in Kobe. Two married 
men who wero friends came to a mutual ar- 
rangement to change wives, aa each thought 
the other'a wife the moro charming woman. 
Tho wives themselves appear to have been 
({uito agreeable to tho oxchango of husbands 
and so the two weddings wore celebrated to- 
gether without the formality of a previous 
divorce, and all parties were satisfied.

A BAD BEGINNINO. 



Sir William Hsroourt, who is now the 
ackn«rledged leader of the Government in 

the House of Commons, blundered sadly 
when he allowed Mr. Labouchore to steal a 
march on him. A tjood parliamentary 
tactician would not have allowed tho Gov- 
ernment to be defeated on so important a 
matter as the address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne, if he oould, by hook or by 
crook, have drummed up a majority. To 
allow tho division to be taken in a thin 
House, when deferring it for an hour or two 
would have given him a majority, was a 
bluuder that the merest tyro wonld not have 
osmmitted. To allow the Government 
to be defeated at the very outset of 
hia leadership was indeed ominous. 
The defoit, accidental though it may have 
been, shows that tho Rosebery administra- 
tion hold office by a very uncertain tenure. 
What happened on Wednesday may happen 
on any other day ; and at another time the 
Oppoaition may not be so forbearing. 

The djbite on tho address, too, made it 
very clear that tho Iriah members, both 
Parnellitea and anti ParnolUtea, are any- 
thing bub aatisQed. They cannot get over 
the atatement made by Lord Rosebery in 
(he House of - Lords, that " before Home 
Rule can be conceded by the Imperial Par- 
liament, England as a predominant member 
of the partnership of tho three kingdoms, 
must be convinced of its juatioe." They 
interpret this utterauce to mein that Ire- 
land will havo to wait an indefinite time 
longer for self-governmont, as no one 
knows when the majority of the English 
people will aeo that it ia just to 
give Ireland tho kind of Home Rule that ita 
ropreaontitivea doairod. It io quite evident 
thut Lord Rosebery has a hard task to per 
form, and it is not by any means certain 
that when he oomes to know ita precise 
nature, he will consent to undertake it ; 
and without Lord Roaebery tho Liberals 
wonld be in a sore strait. 

It is not aafo to conclude that, beoauao a 
largo proportion of the present Parliament, 
perhaps a majority, are in favor ot the aboli- 
tion of the House of Lords, . a majority 
ot the people of Great Britain are of the 
same mind. The British people know that 
It ia owing to tho stand taken by tho Houao 
of Lorda that the Empire ia to-day intact. 
If the Houao of Comniona had had its way 
Ireland would now bo virtually separated 
from 'Great Britain. As to what the nature 
of that separation would be, how far it wonld 
extend, and what would bo ita oonse 
quencea, near and remote, there are 
many opinions. It is quite likely that tho 
majority of the English people beliovo that 
the Houao of Lords has saved the nation 
from a great misfortune, and it is not likely 
. tha<) they will show their gratitude by do 
priving that body of the power which en- 
abled it to do them, what they believe to 
bo, a aervioo of incalculable value. There 
is in faot no roaaon to beliovo that tho oleo- 
tors of Groat Britain are at all in a hurry 
to get rid of 'the Lords. If they were, they 
would not tie slow Ih' showing it. The peo. 
■pie of England, phlegmatio, as those who do 
, not like thom, describe them to be, are, 
whan they have determined to obtain an 
important political ohungo, domonatrativo 
nnnuch. Thev soou oauie their rulers to 



CONTEMPTIBLE JOURNALISM. 

The meanness and the dishonesty of the 

Times ia simply incredible. In ita efforts 
to make capital for itself and tho miaorablo 
faction of which it is the organ, there is 
nolhing too dirty and too oontomptible for 
it to do. It tries to fasten a false accusation 
on the CoLONisx by quoting one of its news 
items as if it were an editorial utterance. 

Although we had an editorial in yester- 
day's issue iu which wo said in tho plainest 
terms what we thought of tho Wellington 
outrage and its inhuman perpetrator, tho 
Times, in order to effect a purpose of its 
own, passed it by and quoted a aontonoo 
from our Nanaimo telegram of tho 
day before as expresaing tho views 
of the Colonist on tho Dubjact. 
Our correspondent said as a matter of news 
that "an oatside organizitioB inimical to 
employers and sworn to the policy of 
ooeroion and terrorism being suspected." 
Wo had not then, and have not now, the 
slightest suspicion that thero is ony such 
organizition in or near Wollingtoa. Our 
article spoke of the crime as being tho work 
of an individual. There is not a word in it 
from beginning to end that wonld lead the 
reader to believe that in our opinion an or- 
ganization of any kind had tho slighteat 
connection with tho crime. Yet tho Timea 
deliberately rejecta the article which ex- 
presses tho views of the Colonist and 
quotca the item of news wbioh does not. 

No one better than the editor of thd 
Times knows that nothing ia more abaurdly 
unjnst than to bold a paper responsible for 
tho truth of ovorything that appears in its 
oolumna as tolegraphio nowa. But that 
knowledge did nob prevent hia trying to 
make oipital ogainst the Colonkt by 
quoting what the news itom allnded to as a 
mere " suspicion " when be bad before him 
our article subseqnontly written on the 
samo aubjoot. This was not " lovely.' 
Thero is no languoge strong enough ade- 
quately to express the depth and the in- 
tensity of its meanness.

THE WAR ENDED. 



It is cheering to see that the cruel Bra. 
zilian war is over, it always appeared to 
us to be a senseless war, and we never 
oould see what tho inaurgents expected to 
gain by fighting that they could not eocuro 
by peaceful and conatilutional agitation. A 
country that was quiet and fairly proaper- 
ous under the mildeat and leaat meddling of 
monarchies, ongbt to ebtist in peaoe under 
republican institutions. But it did not. 
No sooner had the republic been catabliahcd 
without bloodphod, and almoat without agi- 
tation, than tho country became diaturbed, 
and wo read of inaurreotiona and other dia- 
turbances here and thero. It seemed aa if 
the leading men of the country oould not 
work together for the common good peace- 
fully, and that they needed some high cen- 
tral authority to keep thom from attempt- 
ing to cub each others' throats and to pre- 
vent them diaturbing the peace of 
the country. The rebellion of tho 
Qeet — the oontost between land and 
water— was something Qniqne, and it is not 
by any means surprising that the rebels 
afloat had at last to give in to the authori 
ties on shore. 

The rebellion does not appear to have done 
muoh l;arm. Thero were no great battles, 
very few lives were lost, and not muoh prO' 
party destroyed. Commerce was interfered 
with and tho citizana of tho half-biockadod 
city, Rio Janeiro, suffered for want of em 
ployment and for lack of food. If there 
wero any cartuiaty that tho country would 
remain quiet ond that tho politioicns would 
not get up any more revolts and unpleasant- 
nesses of other kinds, Brazil would soon re 
cover from the offeota of tho lato rebellion 
Bet there ia no knowing hotv long tbu 
peace will last. The Brazilians like 
other South Americana havo learn 
ed the trick of revolution and 
they are apt to resort to -it at 
any moment. What would be in this 
country a aharp political campaign, attended 
and followed by nothing more serious than 
a few noisy public meetings and perhaps a 
" scrap" or two between more than usually 
pugnaciouB politicians, often in South or 
Central Amerioa developea into a revolution 
in which the contending parties fly to arms 
engage in two, three or more " battles," ao 
called, and then the victors aoizo tho Gov 
ernmenb and mattora aro tolerably quiet 
until thero ia another revolution. 

The Brazlliana have elected a new Preai 
dent, Prudente de.Moraea, who is desoribed 
aa a groat man. He is a sinbere republican, 
When Dnm Pedro was driven from the 
throne in 1889, and Brazil waa about 
to organize a republic, do Moraea 
waa elected to the Constituent Aeaembly, 
and that body made him its President dur 
ing its laboni in drawing up the Conatltu 
tlon. Elected to t'be ' Senate of the firat 
Congress, ho was chosen |ita President, and 
has continued in that of&be. It may be that 
this experienced statesman, having tho con- 
fidonco of tho people, will be able to admin 
istoc the affaiu of tho Republic in auoh a 



THE FAST ATLANTIC BBRYIOE. 

The fact that Mr. Uiiddart has been able 
in an astonishingly short apace of time to 
establish oonneotion between British Col 
unibia and Australia and to contract for 
fast Atlantic sorvioo on tho other side of this 
continent, speaks volumes for hia enterprifo 
and his intoUigonce. Tho fast Atlantic scr- 
vico is the complomeiit of tho regular Paci- 
fic aervioo. By means of thcao two lines of 
aleamshipa and the Canadian Paoifio Bail- 
way there will in a short time be direct and 
rapid communication, under Britiah manage- 
ment, between tho Auatralasian colonies and 
Great Britain. Telegraph communication 
will bo certain in a very short time to follow 
communication by steamship. This has 
been already establlshe'd between Great 
Britain and the PaciSc Coast, so all that re 
mains to be done is to lay a coble from Van- 
couver Island to somo point in Australia, 
having thfee or four intermediate stations 
on British territory. 

Those achievements will do very much- 
no one knows bow macb--y> make .t|i9 
union of the different parts of the firttish 
Empire closer than it haa hitherto been 
and will greatly increase the chaccea that 
tho more intimate relation will bo per. 
munont. Thia closer and more Etable union 
will enaura the contiDuation of tho greatness 
of -the Empire. Tbd infusion of new blood, 
to speak, . will renew the- youth 
of the old oonntry, or rather will transform 
it into a New Empire, richer, more power 
ful and more energetic than the old one 
which it will eupcrscde. 

The closer union which better ond more 
rapid meina of comtnnnioation will bring 
obout, will not only canee the Empire of 
Great Britain to rank firat among the 
nations of tho earth, but will tend to in 
crease tho prosperity and tho coneequenco 
of what are now cilled ita " dependencies.' 
They will then bo as much integral porta of 
the Empire as Middlesex is now of Great 
Britain, or Maeaaohusetts of the United 
Slates. Eocircling tho earth in almost 
every region of it, they will, of themselves 
form a world, and will bo, in the largest 
and host aenoe, iiulcpendcut, Tho couaC' 
quenccs of these now enterprises will be 
great and lasting, and we believe that Mr, 
Huddart, Mr. Sandford Fleming and others, 
who are aiding in bringing tliem about, are 
working bettor than they know.

A SUDDEN DEATH. 

Heart Disease Strikes Peter McDonald Dead 
While at Dliiucr. 

Peter McDonald, tho well known old 
timer who plied the buainosf of tobacconist 
on Yates street, just below Government, 
died suddenly yesterday of heart diacajo. 
Shortly before 5 o'clock ho wont into Slcitz's 
restaurant to dinner. Ho was apparently 
in his usual health, and after eating a plate 
of soup called for some meat. When the 
waitress attended to his order, she found 
him sitting in his chair his head resting on 
the table and called to tho proprietor that 
" Peto " wua asleep. A cloaer look proved 
that tho old man was indeed sinking quickly 
and painlessly into tho "sleep that knows 
no waking," and ho was at onco carried into 
his own place, whicb ia almost next door, 
and laid on hia bed, death ensuing almost 
immediately. Medioil aaaiatanco had been 
called in, but of coarse waa of no avail. 
Dr. Haaell, tho coroner, waa notified, but an 
ir quest was considered quite unnecessary as 
Dr. Jamea Helmcken, who had long attend- 
ed the deceased for heart disease, certified 
to the cauae of death. 

" Pete," aa ho was familiarly known to a 
host of friend8,_was a native of County Car- 
low, Ireland, and was 6S years of ago at tho 
time of bis death. Coming to the province 
in early days he went to Cariboo about the 
year 1863, and remained there for a number 
of yeais In 187S he loat the fingora of both 
handa by getting them frozen, and then camo 
here, where he went into buaineas 
as a tobacconlat about a year later. 
The only relatives ho is known to hive, are 
two nephews and two nieces living in New 
York. Doing a nice, comfortable, little 
busineaa, and being extremely popular, es- 
pecially among his brother Irishmen, de- 
ceased acquired conaidorablo property dur- 
ing hia residence hero, but what disposition 
will bo made of it, is not yet known. Mr. 
Peter Corr, an old friend, has been put in 
charge of his place, and a number of 
sympathiaing frionda profTerod their services 
should they bo required. 

Tho funeral takes place to-morrow from 
hia lato roaidenco at 10 a. m,, and from St. 
Andrew's Cathedral fifteen minutes later.

ofiSoials at 'the* ■potb of ' Tacoma "In conse- 
quence of certain action taken by the latter 
when the vessel last viaited the place. Ac- 
cording to custom various members of tho 
ship's company "declared" articles which 
they alleged they intended to take to Eu- 
rope with them but not to land at Tacoma. 
Despite thia, two cuatoma officers swooped 
down on their stores, and seized nineteen 
dozen silk handkerchiefs, fifteen dozen of 
which belonged to the captain, and four 
dozen to the chief engineer; seven silk 
ahawls, four woolen ahawla, one smoking 
jacket, ten obina tea sets and 2,900 eigara. 
Capt, Golding said _in an interview that 
he should place the matter in the hands 
of the British Ytce ;Consul for settlement. 
The cuatoms ofiSoers at Tacoma had given 
him to understand that they intended to 
cocfiacate the goods, aa being dutiable, Ho 
said: "I have on several occasions made 
voyages from China to New York, end on 
ouch occasion, as in thia case, the members 
of tho crow have had goods, liable to duty 
in thoir possesaion with the intention of 
taking them to Europe, 'In all Cases they 
were placed under seal until the ship's de- 
piirluro, and no attempt was made to con- 
fieoato them. I never before beard of arti- 
cles which had been reported to the cus- 
tom house being liable to confiscation. That 
wo had no intention of defrauding tho 
revenue is plainly shown by the fuot of our 
having voluntarily placed tho articles in tho 
hands of the customs authorities when wo 
entered port." 

THE "quadra" REC0M.«I,SSI0NED. 

To-day the Dominion steamship Quadra 
will be reoommissioncd for the coming 
season's duties In connection with tho work 
of the Marble Department here. She will 
be placed in the dry dock on Monday to re- 
ceive her annual overhauling, after which 
she will be ready for service. Captain John 
T. Walbran and Chief Eogtaeer Gordon F. 
Grant will again take .their' eld-posts, the 
other members of the erow being as follows :

W. Cra- 
po, in lat. 6 17 8., and long. 100.22 W., 100 
days out from New York to San -Fraooisoo. 
The Grapo desired to be reported, signalling 
"all well." The Chilian ships Hlndoatan 
and Ataoama were expected to leave Val- 
paraiso for British Columbia about 10 days 
after the India's departure. 

THE COQUITLAM OK THE STOCKS. 

The steamer Coquitlam has been placed 
on Turpol's ways for an overhauling in- 
ternally and externally. Her derricks will 
bo atreugtliencd for the stone carrying busi- 
ness, and her bottom will be scraped and 
painted. When launched, her churtererp, 
who are three Victorians, will take control, 
the arrangements between them and the 
Union steamship company being, it ia 
undoratood, that tho latter party was to 
place her in first-olaBS condition before the 
former took command. 

LIBELLED FOR SAI.VACE. 

Tho Puget Sound Tug Boat Co., owners of 
tho tug Wanderer, which saved tho steam- 
ship City of Fuebla from certain destruction 
on Sunday laat, have libelled tho steamer at 
Port Townsend for §100,000 for salvage. 
Tho company refused tho 516,000 salvage 
olTjrcd them by tho owni ra of tho Pucbla, 
and they now expect to receive $50,000, 
which is, it is underatood, just twice the 
amount originally asked for. It is calcu- 
lated that the Puebia is worth $300,000.

WHAT FOB, 

How the Iffoney 'for ' Electric LlehtlriB^Vill be 
.< Spent- Should the Jfy-law Pass. 

Speaking upon the electric light loan by- 
law yesterday. Aid. Munn, choirman of the 
light committee, remarked that if the rate- 
payers decided in its favor, tho intention ia 
to have all tho now plant ready for opera- 
tion before the long nights of the autumn 
come on. Approximately tho money from 
the debentures will be laid out as follows: 
Five boilera of not less thon 400 hp,, to- 
gether with a .325 h.p. engine (probably Cor- 
liss) $14,000; lining, poles, maat arms, etc., 
§12,000; dynamos, $6,000; lamps, §5,000; 
site, building, suporlntondence and discount 
on debentures, §18,000; total, ?55,000. In 
giving out tho tenders for the machinery and 
boilers, preference would bo given to local 
industry, the very beat material and work- 
manahip being at tho same time demanded. 

With the new plant the capacity of tho 
engine would be four timea that of tho old 
one now in uae, and with a view to future 
necosaities, tho power generated by the plant 
is intended to supply 400 lamps. The pre- 
sent dynamos, poles, lamps and some of the 
wire now in use would bo utilized, while tho 
present site might be retained for a pumping 
station or sold, as might be found more satis- 
factory. In choosing a new site for the 
lighting plant, care would bo token to got as 
near the centre of the city aa p^asiblo, all 
conditions being considered, and tho pl tus 
would call for a thoroughly fire-proof build- 

An examination of the ' present plart 
shows that there is an estimated loss of 50 
per cent, in power, owing to leakage and 
poor machinery, so that a thorough renon- 
Htion of tho syatem is neceaaary, and while 
the wiring is being attended to, the fire 
alarm wiring will also be reformed uud guard 
wires placed on either side to prevent the 
latter service being interfered with, should 
uccideuta happen to other wires. Oi the 
five new boilers, four will bo in uso, the 
fifth being kept ua h reserve in case of nccea- 
sity.

NAKDSP ANB SMOAH BAILWAY. 

Mr. Swoud moved : "That aVespeotfuI 
address be presented to Hia Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor praying him to obtain 
and send down to this house informatiou as 
to who were the dircctora of the Nakuep & 
Slocan railway company when the oontroict 
for construction was signed T Who are the 
contractors? If a firm or oompany, who 
are tho members of the firm or company ? 
What tenders were received and for 
what amounts 2 Who acted as en- 
gineer for tho Canadian Pacific railway ? 
What is tho paid up capital of the Nakuap 
and Slocan railway company ? What have 
they to diapoEO of that the government 
should pay them $59,200 for 49 per cent, of 
their stock ? Also copy of tho form of ten- 
ders iBsued; statement; of the grouuda on 
which tho government assumed that the 
bonds could only be sold at a largo diacnim'; 
Duchesnay'a estimate of tho coat of the 
work; copy of tho contract under which 
construction proceeded." The mover said 
ho thought every member must bo satisfied 
that tho government can get this informa- 
tion if they wish. They aro practicully on 
trial before tho country for Ihoir action in 
this matter, and while they might by thoir 
refusal to produce it prevent tho informa- 
tion from becoming public — for tho moat 
skilful cross-examination cannot draw from 
a man faols which ho ia dotormined not to 
divulge, and which he cannot ba forced to 
give up — and might feel aeouro as to the 
verdict of the house, they must remember 
that there is a further court of appeal, and 
that they will by thoir refusal place them- 
selves in as false a position as could possi- 
bly be, if the business is a straightforward 
one. He thought tho house had made a 
mlatake In allowing the estimates to 
psSB before this and other informa- 
tion aaked' for was supplied. He felt 
that the 'confidence wbloh the house 
iiad placed in the government in pissing the 
estimatea baa been betrayed by their course 
in tliia matter. H» hoped the iDformation 
he noir asked for wbnld be promptly 
brought down and.^tbat the debate on the 
bill will notbe proceeded with until this re- 
turn has been presented. 

Hon. Mb.' Davie said when the hon. 
gentleman stated that the government aro 
on their dcfonOe, ho stated nothing new, for 
they are at all times on their defence and 
would not bo entitled to public confidence 
if not prepared at any moment to enter 
upon the defence of any of their official acts. 
Tho hon. gentleman who had juat epoken 
appeared to have jumped btforo reaching 
the atile, beoiuao ho (Mr. Davie) had been 
about to state thut the government have no 
objection to tho motion. They have already 
brought down all the papers asked for in 
the original motion, in fact a great deal 
more, and all that is necessary for an in- 
tellifzent discussion of the bill. Tho infor- 
mation aeked for in this motion 
appears to be merely a little gossip, 
most of which can bo procured by the 
hon. gentleman himself by inquiring at the 
proper offices. Most of it may bo had by a 
search in the public offices. It ia asked, for 
inatanoe, who are the directors, but this can 
be ascertained from the records which must 
ba placed on file under the joint stock com- 
panies aot. If, however, the hon. gentle- 
man desired that the Lieutenant-Oovernor 
in^ConnpU— that is, the government — shall 
gatber this information, be hud no objec- 
tion. As to tho oontraotors, who they may 
be has nothing to do with the bill, and it ia 
not material who are the individual com- 
prising any firm or company who aro carry- 
ing out tho work. Tho government have 
taken the precaution to eeo that the road is 
being built in a proper manner, within the 
meaning of the aot, and whether Smith or 
JoncRiB tho contractor matters little. If, how- 
ever, the gentlemen opposite wish to in- 
quire into other people's buainess the 
information can no doubt bo easily obtained. 
Tho hon. gentlemen cau obtain what 
they aro abking for just as well 
as tho government can, and no doubt they 
have it already. Tho question abjut the 
Render; I}? woiiltj move to amend so as to 
&'tti'pliiy U, by making It read : " ^Yhat 
tenders were received before tho govern- 
ment consented to give tho guarantee, and 
for what amounts ? And wore any, and 
what tenders were received afterwards ?" 
This informatioD,-be tboagbd, can begot. 
Thongh ho bad never seen the tenders, he 
had been informed, as he had said already, 
that tho lowest was for iha whole amount of 
tho proposed issue of 4 per cent, guaranteed 
bonds at §25,000 per mile. He would en- 
deavor to get all that could be got on thia 
point. Who acted as engineer for the C. P. 
R. can easily bo ascertained. What is tho 
paid-up capital of the company also can bo 
easily learned, in fact tho act of 
incorporation, ho thought, auppliea it. 
What the company have to dis- 
poae of that tho government should pay 
thorn $59,200 for one half, or 49 percent., of 
their stock, ho thought had been abund- 
antly shown in his addrcaa the 
other day. Tho answer would, 
of course, bo merely a deduction 
from the fdota of tho cqec, v/hich ho did not 
think it necessary to repeat hire. Tho same 
applies to tho question aa to tho grounds on 
which tho government ueaumed that tho 
bonds could only be sold at a largo discount, 
but if tho lion, gentlemen oppoaito wish th's 
mere matter of deduction put into writing 
this can bo done.

Answers such 
as those show the woakneea of tho govern- 
ment cause. He thought Mr. Sivoi d is to 
be commended for putting the questions he 
has put, for it shows a very worthy and use- 
ful mind when a member is found thus de- 
termined to get at the bottom of any mat- 
ter. It is no answer- to suob questions to 
siy that the membera can go to the com- 
pany for the information. What have tho 
mombera to do with the oompaoy ? It is 
not the duty of Mr. Sword to go to tho 
ofSoe of the company to get the information 
he asks for, but that it is the duty of the 
government to do so, as it is in oonscquenco 
of tho government's proposition that tho 
members of the house are interested in tho 
matter. Ho held that it shows extraordi- 
nary want of business capacity for tlio head 
of tho government to claim that he knows 
nothing about the company. Thu Attorney- 
General ought to havo known all about it 
before ho promiaed to guarantee tho bonds, 
and if ho has not this knowledge ho has 
been very remiss in carrylnc; on tho oD'Aira 
of the province. It is not for tho members 
of tho house to go to tho company, over 
whom they have no control. But tho gov- 
ernment when they oro arranging 
this matter have a right to ask 
tho company all those qoeetions, 
and to m'>ke them show their bona fides. 
In no other pirt oi the world oan a oompany 
be incorporatied even withoat showing 
proof of the bona fides of the members, and 
it IS one of the first duties of tbcsa who 
grant incorporation to see that tho appli 
cants are in the position in which they pro 
foss to he. He thought the more thia matter 
is discussed the more it is shown in what 
a helpless manner the pr'ovinoe is driiiing — 
tho irregular way in which its business is 
conducted. Ho repeated that Mr. Sword is 
entitled to great credit for tho efforts ho has 
made to secure information bearing upon 
thia tranaaotion, and ho hoped no more 
obstructions will bo placed in tho way of 
obtaining it. Tho legialaturo aro aupposed 
to look into the-so things and to hai'o some 
little sense of what is right or wrong before 
the credit of tho provinco ia pledged. No 
ono, ho thought, can argue in favor of with- 
holding tho information aakod for, and it 
was not Burprisiog that ho had in its ab- 
Bcnco boon reluctant to enter into tho dif- 
cusaion of tho bill. Tho Attorney-General 
had to duy reftrred to the matter of tho 
queationa put to hiin us gossip, but ho 
would like to know what part of it 
is gossip Tho company asks a most 
extraordinary guarantee, and it is only 
right that the representatives of tho people 
should have tho most minulo details in re- 
gard to' the applicants. If a man goes to 
any financial inatilution for a loan, ho can- 
not get it without diaclosiiig hia ability to 
pay, and it should ba the same when a com- 
pany oomes to the province to ask such a 
guarantee; it should provo its ability to 
make good any. advance. The Attorney Gen- 
eral said the^government had not any infor- 
mation as Ijo 'theitdnderi^ bat if they had not 
they should'.h&ve'.had'/it'ib'efore tho provi- 
sional arrangement was entered iqto. Then 
again,' -.the- Attorney ; (]>snbral/;had askod 
what interest have the govefnihent as to tho 
price at which the bonds sold. In answer 
ho would say, that if they had carried out 
tho provisions of the statute Ihiy would 
havo none, but not having done so the price 
became a matter of great interrnt. He wish- 
ed to disabuse the minds of thf houae as to 
the Shuswap & Okauugan and tho Victoria 
& Sidney ruilwoya, although tliero is ro 
reason why thoy should bounder disouasion 
now. If tho Attorney General refers to 
what ho (Mr. Beaven) said when tho biHs 
relating to those railways wore before the 



legislature that hon. gentleman will find 
that he (Mr. Beaven) took a very different 
view from what tho Attorney General has 
stated. That hon. gentleman claims that 
because there is no division recorded in tho 
Journals the bills passed the house unani- 
mously, but the practice of the house every 
day shows the fallacy of such a remark as 
that. 

Hos. Mr Davie rose to correct some of 
the statements mado by the leader of the 
opposition. -He -Lad .noli said that the gov- 
ernment bad'..n'o'interest as-tO'tbe pticdTat 
which the bonds-aold, fbc^tli^y. had every in- 
terest. Neitber'idid De.'»ay;th"a(irrhe: knew 
nothing of tho membership' bf ^'>^the 
company. What he ■ did ;"!»?.'' • ; was 
that it is no part of ' •the^'-dtity.' Vof 
the government to ii:qulre tbtd'the a£f*Irs of 
tho oompany so long- as" they' thov their 
ability to parry on?.thet W,Mfc .W 
shareholders' may be is'a matter of ; no im- 
portance at all, and the hon. gentleman 
might as well ask who are the shareholders 
in the Canadian Paolfio railway. Suoh 
shares pias from bond to band, and it is no 
part of tho duty of the government to ascer- 
tain who the holders are. That waa what 
ho meont. It would bo something 
very strange if the government wont to the 
oompany to ask who hold its shares. He 
hold that it is not tho duty of the govern- 
ment to pry into these affairs ; and that if 
it don bo ahown that a fair bargain has been 
made that is Buflisient justification for ask- 
ing tho approval of tho legislature. Ho 
knew that there are aomo gentlemen who 
like to pry into other people's affaire, but for 
his part he does not like such work, which 
ho does not consider part of tho duty of tho 
government. 

Mu. Brown said tho Attorney General 
muat know that tho extraordinary rolicenoo 
of the government, and the extreme warmth 
of tho Attorney General, show that there ia 
something to conceal. When tho govern 
ment proposes to guarantee $17,500 a milo 
on a road which cannot coat more than 
$13,000, the legislature ought to know who 
are tho members of tho company. When in 
the face of the Shuswop & Okanogan guar 
antee, and in the face of tho engineer's rc 
port that $15,200 was a liberal estimate of 
tho cost of building the road, tho govern 
ment brought forward tho present proposi- 
tion, ho thought strict icquiry justifiab'o, 
It is stracgo that the government dn not 
know or profess not to know whether the 
company are their own coutraotore. He 
wondered - if they know that from some of 
the oars put on this road one could dig out 
the rotten wood with his finger nails. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said the remarks' of 
tho hon. gentleman who had juat spoken 
show how little ho knows of iho subject 
with which ho then dealt. Ho did not 
think it necessary to enter into tho question 
now, but when tho bill itself oomes up ho 
will have something to say in answer to 
tho remarks juat made. 

Mu. Cotton ixprcascd regret that tho 
loader of tho government had taken thia up 
as a party question. Ho (Mr, Cotton) had 
carefully refrained from so treating it, 
whether in hia speeches or in the press. Aa 
to the statement that members can get the 
information for themselves, they might find 
if they asked for it that they woulii be ro 
fused. As to the Shuswap it Okanagan 
guarantee, he contended that that has 
nothing to do with tho bill now before tho 
houae, but in viow of what had been atated 
he wiahcd to recall the fact that about thn 
firat time the leader of the government had 
"jumped right onto "him (Mr. Cotton) in 
the house, it was.beoanse he 'isaid- that that 
guarantee waa more than the road would 
coat. 

Motion for return agreed to. 

DENTISTRV BILL. 

Dr. Watt moved tho third reading of 
the bill to regulate tho profession of dentis 
try. 

Motion losfi on division. 

ELEOTION REQULATION ACT. 

Dr. Miln'e moved the second reading of 
his bill to amend tho election regulation 
act. Thia proposed to reduce the deposit 
from $200 to $50, to extend tho time for 
cloaing the polls from 4 to 5 p.m., to do 
away with tho numbering of ballota so that 
they could not bo traced on appeal; that bo 
sides the nondnator and seconder ton elec- 
tors, instead of five, should be required to 
assent in writing to a nomination; and some 
minor umondmeuta. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that personally 
ho ia opposed entirely to a deposit of any 
sort, juat as he is to tho rttiuirenieut of a 
property qualification on the part of mem- 
bers of tho legialaturo. In order that ho 
might not he initunderstood, he wished to 
point out why holding thia view he still 
favors a property qualification for municipal 
counoillora. Tho reason is that It ia simply 
intellect which requires to bo ropreaoatod in 
tho legislative hilla, where tho laws nro 
made; but a municipality ia in a difTerent 
poaitiun, being simply like a joint stock 
oompany, and the councillors in the position 
of directors elected by tb'o shareholders to 
carry on their tjusioea^ He wcu'd like the 
bill better did it proposb to entirely repeal 
tho deposit provision, but would vote for it 
as a step in tho right direction. Ho did not 
quico approve, either, of tho provision that 
ten clectura must aascnt to u nomination to 
mako it valid. 

Hon. Mu. Davie said ho could not see 
much in the bill to cninmend it, for it is 
either unnccesjary or contrary to good 
policy. Tho provision that tho assent 
of ten instead of fivo olcotnra should 
be required ho considered objoctionable 
as further intotfering with tho secrecy of 
tlie ballot, though it docs not always follow 
that a man voles for hia own nominee. lie 
know, (or instance, of a oaso whoro at o 
polling placo on thia island, a candidate who 
had an agent there did not get oven thia ono 
veto. (Liughter ) This is a small matter, 
however. As to tho deposit, he thought the 
requirement of $200 a vory good provision 
indeed, and ho would bo sorry to seo it 
abolished. It had a tendency to prevent 
people putting themselves up merely to got 
a chance to talk, when perhaps they could 
not get 25 per cent, of the votes. Ho had 
known an instance in one of the cities where 
a man who had got himself nomin<ited only 
received Sfi.yotes out of 1,000. 'He^tbought 
it would be'no imp'rovement to extend the 
hour of closing until 6 o'clock, and that it is 
better to olose .tlie 'pollB'.at 4 aa at present, 
and have the agony over. (Laughter.) 
This gives an opportunity to count the 
votps and asoertaio the result at 
roaaonable hour in' the evening, and the 
votins time ia ample as it ia. He thought 
it well that balluts might bo followed and 
identified in certain cases, for instanco, if a 
man should bo found to havo voted more 
than oncu, at dilforent polling places 
.Such votes cau now bo eliaallowod, hut 
thia could not bu done if there were no 
meana of identification. In thia connection 
he might stuto that ho intenda to bring 
elown an amendment providing that the vot 
ing lists hhall bo closely acrutinizid before 
iho final count of votea, oo that if anyone has 
voted ine rj than once thia may bo funnel out 
and tho votes disallowed. Having convinced 
himself that the bill is either unnecessary or 
contrary to good policy ho would vote 
against tho second reading, 

Messrs. Grunt, roister and Brown spoko 
in support of tho bill.

And WiiKHKAS, It wi'l require tho sum of 
82,835.58 to bo raised annually by rato for the- 
payment oi! suoh new debt and inicrost ; 

And WnEHEAs, Tho wholo ratable land and 
improvements or real property of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to ■ 
tho last revised assosament roll for tho year 
18I)3,.isS18,6U,113i.

And Wheiieas, It ■■will require an annual- 
rato of 10-100 of one mill in tho dollar for paying • 
such new debt and Intoreat ; 

Be it Tiikrekouk En-acted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of the Corporation of tlio City 
of Victoria as follows ; 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for the Mayor of the 
Corporation of the City of ,VlotoTlS'to borrow 
upon tho credit of the mid.- Corporation by way - 
of the dobentores hereinafter mentioned, from 
any person or personei'-body or bodies corpo- 
rate, who may be willing to adv«noa the same 
as a loan, a sum of money not exceeding in the 
-Nvhole tho sum of $55,000 ourronoy (or itorling 
money, at tho rate of ^.863 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cause all suoh sums so 
raised or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purpose and -wilh tho object horelnboforo re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall bj lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of dobonturea to bo made, 
executed and laiucd for sucli sums aa may bo 
required, not oxcocdicg, howevt.r, tho sum of 
855,000 either in currency (or sterling money 
at the rato of 1 803 dollara to tho ono pound 
sterling) as may bo required, each of tho said 
debentures being of the amount of 91,000 or its - 
sterling equivalent at the rate aforesaid, and . 
all such debentuics shall bo sealed with the 
eoal of the Corporation and signed by the < 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. ThoBnId dohontures shall bear date 
tho lit day of .Mny, 1834, and shall bo made 
payable in fifty years from tho said date at 
such place either in Great Britain, tho United 
States of America, or the Dooiinlon of Canada, . 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall have - 
attaobed'tothem'eoupoosfor tho payment of 
interest, anA tho signatures to tho Interest 
coupons may bo either written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

S:e. I. Tho said debentures shall bear inter- 
cat at the rato of H per cent, per annum from 
tho dato thereof, which Interest shall bo pay- 
able half-yearly at suoh' place, cither in Qceat 
Britain, the United Sttites of America, or the 
Dominion of Canada, as may' bo expressed in 
thedebentorea and coupons. 

Seo 'ff. It shall be lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause the said debentures ond tho interest 
coupons, either or both, to bo mado payable at 
such place, either In Great Britoln, the United 
States, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may be 
desirod. 

Seo. 6. Forlho purpoao of raising annually a 
certain spociflc sum for tho payment of tho in- 
toreat on tho said debentures during their cur- 
rency, there shall be raised annually tho sum 
of §2,J75, and for tho purpoao of raising 
annually a certain specific sum for tho pay- 
ment of tho debt at maturity, Ihoro shall bo 
raised annually the sum of $360.38. 

Sea 7. For tho purpose of payment of the- 
sald'sums in the no.\t preceding paragraph 
mentioned, there shall bo raised and levied in 
each year a rato of lG-100 of ono mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratable land or improve- 
mentgor real property in tho municipality o£ 
tho said corpiralion of tho City of Victoria 
during tho continuance of the said debentures- 
or any of them.

Thls'bV'Uw shall, before the final', 
passage .tbereofi receive tho assent o( the 
electors of the said Corporation In the nmnnor 
provided for In -the Manlcipal .Ac^, ISG't, and 
amendments tberetcaind shall take efTeot on 
the lat day of May, 1^1. 

Seo. 10. This By'Law may bo cited for all 
purposes as the "Hebtrld lighting By-Law,

ManA, 1891.

San FiiANCiscQ, March 15. — Tho stoaiaer 
Mariposa arrived to-day from Sydney bring 
ing Samoan advioes which state that many 
of the natives are leaving for a change from 

tho rule of Malictoa; the principal dla- 
aatisfaotion is against tho managemeut of 
tho oiEcos by the repregentatives of tho 
treaty powers. To qniet 'the natives re 
port«4iave been spread about the expected 
arrival of men-of-war to take part in the 
preservation of order, and it ia ox 
peoted that any disploy of foroe 
will bring about a otiaii possibly resnlting 
in bloodshed, or if the natives oonolnde 
that armed lesiatanoe would prove disaa 
trons, they may cache their arms and wait 
for a more favorable opportunity. Tho 
Germans are said to be among thono who 
favor the cause of tho young Tomaescaez 
and a niarki d change from the proaent mac 
agemenc of the government. Meanwhile 
tho uuaottlcd condition of the oiHcea has bad 
a very dcpresaiug tifeot on business, aud 
foreigners aro longing for some marked 
chungo for tho butter, possibly tho moditioa- 
tion of Lho Berlin treaty between the three 
powers participating in tho proteotorato 
over the islands. 

Col. Goorgo \V. McFarlaue, who was & 
member of ex Queeu Lilmoki>l.ini'd cabinet, 
and tile Miaeoa Allen, Eugliah aingera, wlio 
have been giving concerts in tho Australian 
colonies, w ere ptsaengers. Col. MoFarlane 
is engaged to bo married to Miss Julia 
Allen, and the ceremony is oxpeoted to take 
place in San Pranolsoo in a few wceka. 

Among the rteerago paaaongers were seven 
of tho crew of tho wrecked barkontino Hilo, 
Soma of the men aecured a berth on the 
schooner Carrier Dov,o, and tho officers are 
Etanding by tho veeacl. Tho last ruporta 
received in Honolulu were that tho barkon- 
tino was a total wreck. 

The Mariposa brinjis tho following Ha 
waiian advices : 

A tummary of Senator Morgan's report 
on the Hawaiian question, received on tho 
lith, gave groat satibfantion to the friends of 
the Government and corresponding diaoour- 
agement to tho Queen's friends. Many ex- 
pressed particular pleasure at Morgan's 
emphatic vindication of Minister Stevens, 
whoso character is held by the Provisionals 
in high esteem. They also eiprosa great 
pleasure at the annexation tone pervftdinj; 
the report. They may be said to be highly 
elated and sanguine. 

The difTereiioea iu the union party con- 
neoted with the Amerioan league are aub- 
stantially harmonized, D, B. Smith, the 
cindidaae of the league, will probably bo 
elected to the vacant scat in the council 
thia afternoon as a measuro of conciliation. 
A spirit of harmony aocma to prevail among 
the members. 

President-' Dole said yesterday that as 
Minister Willis' maintained a friendly atti- 
tude towards the Government, they were 
not disposed to initiate any Aepa towards 
hia withdrawal. 

Being asked how ho understood Mr. 
Greaham's qualiflootions of Mr. Thurstou'a 
report of nis reply to the lattor'a pointed 
inquiry on November 14, aa to tho Preei- 
deul'a intention to uao force, Mr. Dolo said 
ho thought tho intention waa evidently not 
to be explicit. Hp gonvincal that it was 
tho intention to hold over the Provisional 
Government an implied menuco, even if 
there was not an actual intention to ueu 
force to restore the Queen. Mr. Dole ex- 
pected action would bo taken at 'the oouccil 
meeting thia afternoon upon the proposed 
uot ordering a oonstitutional convention 
which would doubtless then be presented. 
No final aotion would probably bo taken for 
one week more, to give opportunity for 
poblio disousslon. 

The plan to be presented will probably 
be to hold an election of delegates equal in 
namber to the oounoil, to sit with tho latter 
to make the new oonstitutiou. Tho mem- 
bers will be required to abjuro monarchy, 
and swear support to tho provisional gov. 
ernment and its legitimate suooesaors. Tho 
delegates from each ialaud will be voted for 
in u body by each voter. Cumulutivo 
voting will be allowed. 

Tho pre.s'dent believed that the reorgani- 
zation cf tho government as a republic un- 
der ropreaeutalivc forma would gratify their 
American frienda. It would uluo facilitate 
the opening of tho negotiations witli the 
United Statea aa well aa accuro a more full 
and formal rpopgnition from them and other 
goverunionta. 

Admiral Irwin's brother, Hon. R. A. 
Irwin, Hawaiian miuiattr reaident at Tokio, 
returned to hia poet on tho G--h by the 
0-eanic after three months in Honolulu. 
Mr. Irwin hua been largely and very profit- 
ably concerned in promoting tho collecting 
and tranaporting of Japanese contract la- 
borers to tho sugar plantations of Hawaii. 
Under tho proeauro of the radical patriotic 
elements in Japancao politics that govern- 
ment had demurred at the continuaDce of 
the emi6;rtttion of their people to Hlw-'i, 
unless they could bo gratited the suffrage on 
equal terms with tho Huwaiiana. Mr. Ir- 
win's mission to Honolulu, was if possible, 
to aoouro tho concession of this privilege 
that the contract labor transportation might 
continuo. In this errand, Mr. Irwin failed. 

Tho councils arc about to assemble ; thoy 
will deliberate on tho queatiou of calling a 
constitutional convention. Every reaident, 
Hawaiian, American or - European wiio ia a 
oitizoD, shall bo entitled to vote under the 
usual form of qualiQoatinna. 

Admiral Irwin ia under ordera to survey 
Pearl harbor. 

Diviea, Kaiulani'a guardian, goes from 
hero to Vancouver, B.C., thence east to look 
after hia buainoaa intereata. 

Nothing is heard further from Saosonio 
men.
